The  MSC  Bearcats  roared'  back  from  a  seven-point  half¬ 
time  deficit  to  defeat  the  Rolla  Miners,  22-14,  with  a  fired-up 
Homecoming  attack,  before  a  record  8,500  fans  in  Memoi’ial 
Stadium,  Saturday  afternoon. 

The  win  evened  the  fighting  Bearcats’  season  slate  at  3-3-1, 
and  gave  them  their  first  MIAA  win  of  the  year.  '' 

Maryville  began  taking  ad- 
vantage  of  the  breaks  early  as 
center  Ron  Brumley  killed  the 
first  Rolla  drive  after  the 
opening  kickoff  by  pouncing  on 
a  Miner  fumble  at  the  MSC  36. 

Ten  plays  later  the  Bearcats 
broke  into  the  scoring  column 
as  quarterback  Leo  Papas  hit 
end  Bob  Harvey  with  a  10-yard 
TD  strike.  Mike  Peterson 
booted  the  PAT. 

In  two  plays  the  Miners 
moved  within  one  point  of  the 
’Cats  as  they  scored  on  a  44- 
yard  gallop  by  Bob  Erxlemeri. 

Bob  Leone  knotted  the'  score 
with  a  PAT  bool,  The  Rolla 
TD  came  with  5:53  left  in  the 
first  quarter  and  came  only  45 
seconds  after  the  first.

Support,  Men 

The  MSC  cross-C  o  u  n  t  r  y 
team,  under  the  direction  of 
Coach  Ryland  Milner,  has  been 
actively  training  and  com¬ 
peting  in  various  meets  des¬ 
pite  being  overshadowed  by 
football,  the  major  fall  sport. 

Alan  Jensen,  Gary  Burn¬ 
side,  Bruce  Falk,  John  Hull, 
Bill  Allen,  Pete  Meindertsma, 
and  Joe  Shields  constitute  the 
team  with  Jensen  being  the 
only  returning  letterman. 

Thus  far  the  team  has  per¬ 
formed  in  four  duel  meets— 
Tarkio,  William  Jewell,  and 
twice  with  Peru,  Neb.  Another 
duel  with  Tarkio  will  round 
out  the  schedule.  The  team 
has  won  only  one  meet;  the 
one  with  Tarkio. 

According  to  Coach  Milner 
cross-counfay  is  scored  in  the 
following  manner;  A  school  is 
allowed  to  enter  seven  run¬ 
ners.  Five  of  these  partici¬ 
pants  wiU  be  counted  in  the 
actual  scoring.  The  other  two 
numers  may  be  used  as 
“pusher”  scores.  The  number 
of  points  given  depends  upon 
the  finishing  position  of  a 
runner.  For  example,  a  fourth 
place  finish  would  count  four 
points.  The  “pusher”  scores 
work  in  this  manner— the 
I  pusher  doesn’t  count  in  the 
actual  total  but  he  does  oc¬ 
cupy  a  place.  For  instance,  if 
an  MSC  pusher  finished  ninth 
and  a  Tarkio  man  tenth,  the 
Tarkio  man  must  take  (ten 
points  because  the  ninth  posi¬ 
tion  was  taken  by  the  pusher.  1 
The  team  with  the  fewest  num-  ‘ 
ber  of  points  wins.  | 

In  a  cross-country  meet  each 
man  must  run  3.4  miles.  The 
MSC  course  starts  at  the  air¬ 
port,  goes  north  by  the  coun- 
tty  club,  and  finishes  at  Lam- 
kin-gym.  ( 

Coach  Milner  also  said  there 
was  a  definite  lack  of  interest 
and  ■  that  more  patricipants 
coupled  with  growing  interest 
wotdd  be  needed  before  MSC 
could  have  a  successful  cross¬ 
country  season.

Setting:  Lamkin  Gymnasium;  Time:  anytime  no  one  is  in 
the  locker  rooms;  Plot:  TO  STEAL. 

No,  this  is  not  a  motion  picture  review,  and  it’s  not  a  book 
report.  Neither  is  it  fiction. 

The  truth  is  the  above  scene  has  happened  on  several 
occasions  right  here  on  our  own  campus.  Several  incidents 
of  stealing  have  been  reported  to  Dr.  H.  D.  Peterson,  chairman 
of  the  men’s  physical  education  department. 

And  it  hasn’t  been  a  matter  of  petty  thievery.  Plain  “out- 
and-out”  stealing  is  the  only  term  adequate  of  describing  these 
criminal  incidents. 

According  to  Dr.  Peterson,  locker  doors  have  literally  been 
tom  from  their  hinges,  even  though  pad-locks  have  been  pro¬ 
vided.  Besides  the  stealing,  college  property  has  been  damaged, 
property  and  facilities  which  this  institution  has  provded  for 
student  recreation. 

Dr.  Peterson,  in  view  of  these  diliberate  and  criminal  acts, 
warned  students,  “Because  there  are  thieves  operating  against 
their  feUow  students  in  the  locker  rooms,  the  department  of 
physical  education  strongly  advises  all  students  to  leave  per¬ 
sonal  belongings  and  valuables  in  their  rooms.  This  applies 
both  for  activity  classes  and  recreational  participation  during 
the  day  and  at  night.” 

Dr.  'Peterson  added,  “Even  though  the  lockers  are  locked, 
they  have  been  broken  into  and  doors  have  even  been  torn  off 
their  hinges.  One  individual  had  $130  stolen.”  It  was  later  re¬ 
ported  that  another  person  lost  $40  to  the  culprits. 

Not  only  that,  but  damage  to  school  lockers  has  ranged 
from  a  few  dollars  to  $20.  Local  police  officers  are  investigat¬ 
ing  the  incidents,  along  with  school  officials. 

But  as  Dr.  Peterson  stated,  there  are  many  individuals 
with  official  business  in  the  locker  rooms,  plus  the  greater 
number  of  men  who  use  the  locker  rooms  and  gymnasium  for 
recreational  facilities.  So  what  can  be  done? 

Tills  is  the  question  which  is  facing  everyone,  from  stu¬ 
dents  all  the  way  up  through  the  physical  education  depart¬ 
ment,  the  local  police  department,  and  the  college  administra¬ 
tion. 

We  feel  that  part  of  the  answer  still  remains  with  the  stu¬ 
dent  body.  We  make  only  two  suggestions. 

(1) .  Follow  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Peterson  and  the  admin¬ 
istration.  Leave  valuables  at  home  when  participating  in 
Lamkin  Gymnasium. 

(2) .  Help  solve  this  situation  by  reporting  to  Dr.  Peterson 
any  suspicious  act  in  the  locker  rooms.  3,000  sets  of  eyes  and 
ears  could  do  more  than  all  other  efforts  combined,  if  only 
they  would.

No,  this  is  not  a  motion  picture  review,  and  it’s  not  a  book 
report.  Neither  is  it  fiction. 

The  truth  is  the  above  scene  has  happened  on  several 
occasions  right  here  on  onr  own  campus.  Several  incidents 
of  stealing  have  been  reported  to  Dr.  H.  D.  Peterson,  chairman 
of  the  men’s  physical  education  department. 

And  it  hasn’t  been  a  matter  of  petty  thievery.  Plain  “out- 
and-out”  stealing  is  the  only  term  adequate  of  describing  these 
criminal  incidents. 

According  to  Dr.  Peterson,  locker  doors  have  literally  been 
tom  from  their  hinges,  even  though  pad-locks  have  been  pro¬ 
vided.  Besides  the  stealing,  college  property  has  been  damaged, 
property  and  facilities  which  this  institution  has  provded  for 
student  recreation. 

Dr.  Peterson,  in  view  of  these  diliberate  and  criminal  acts, 
warned  students,  “Because  there  are  thieves  operating  against 
their  fellow  students  in  the  locker  rooms,  the  department  of 
physical  education  strongly  advises  all  students  to  leave  per¬ 
sonal  belongings  and  valuables  in  their  rooms.  This  applies 
both  for  activity  classes  and  recreational  participation  during 
the  day  and  at  night.” 

Dr.  'Peterson  added,  “Even  though  the  lockers  are  locked, 
they  have  been  broken  into  and  doors  have  even  been  torn  off 
their  hinges.  One  individual  had  $130  stolen.”  It  was  later  re¬ 
ported  that  another  person  lost  $40  to  the  culprits.

Follow  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Peterson  and  the  admin¬ 
istration.  Leave  valuables  at  home  when  participating  in 
Lamkin  Gymnasium. 

(2) .  Hdp  solve  this  situation  by  reporting  to  Dr.  Peterson 
any  suspicious  act  in  the  locker  rooms.  3,000  sets  of  eyes  and 
ears  could  do  more  than  all  other  efforts  combined,  if  only 
they  would.

Team  Needs 
Support,  Men 

The  MSC  cross-C  o  u  n  t  r  y 
team,  under  the  direction  of 
Coach  Ryland  Milner,  has  been 
actively  training  and  com¬ 
peting  in  various  meets  des¬ 
pite  being  overshadowed  by 
football,  the  major  fall  sport. 

Alan  Jensen,  Gary  Burn¬ 
side,  Bruce  Falk,  John  Hull, 
Bill  Allen,  Pete  Meindertsma, 
and  Joe  Shields  constitute  the 
team  with  Jensen  being  the 
only  returning  letterman. 

Thus  far  the  team  has  per¬ 
formed  in  four  duel  meets— 
Tarkio,  William  Jewell,  and 
twice  with  Peru,  Neb.  Another 
duel  with  Tarkio  will  round 
out  the  schedule.  The  team 
has  Avon  only  one  meet;  the 
one  with  Tarkio. 

According  to  Coach  Milner 
cross-country  is  scored  in  the 
following  manner:  A  school  is 
allowed  to  enter  seven  run¬ 
ners.  Five  of  these  partici¬ 
pants  will  be  counted  in  the 
actual  scoring.  The  other  two 
runners  may  be  used  as 
“pusher”  scores.  The  number 
of  points  given  dei^nds  upon 
the  Hnishing  position  of  a 
runner.  For  example,  a  fourth 
place  finish  would  count  four 
points.  ’The  “pusher”  scores 
work  in  this  manner— the 
pusher  doesn’t  count  in  the 
actual  total  but  he  does  oc¬ 
cupy  a  place.  For  instance,  if 
an  MSC  pusher  finished  ninth 
and  a  Tarkio  man  tenth,  the 
Tarkio  man  must  take  iten 
points  because  the  ninth  posi¬ 
tion  was  taken  by  the  pusher. 
The  team  Avith  the  fewest  num¬ 
ber  of  points  wins. 

In  a  cross-country  meet  each 
man  must  run  3.4  miles.  The 
MSC  coulee  starts  at  the  air¬ 
port,  goes  north  by  the  coun¬ 
try  club,  and  finishes  at  Lam- 
kin  gym. 

Coach  Milner  also  said  there 
was  a  deHnite  lack  of  interest 
and  •  that  more  patricipants 
coupled  with  growing  interest 
would  be  needed  before  MSC 
could  have  a  successful  cross¬ 
country  season.
